BEFBESENTATION. 



In tho aathorities at band we can find 
no precedent Tor an increase in tbo num- 
ber of members of a Parliament, such 

• increase to take effect during tbo lifetime 
of that Parlioment. Indeed, lonal prece- 
denta— 8o far aa tbey go— are againat tbe 
contention that a stoj) so fraught \vitk 
danger would bo constitutional, in the 
■esBion of 18734 Mr. Eobaou introduced 
a measure to secure an additional member 
for.,N8naimo, and another for Cnssiar. 
This bill was atrenuously opposed by tbo 
then Attorney-General, Mr. Walkom, on 
the ground of unconstitutionality, and wau 
defeated on ita second reading. Again, in 
1875 a similar meosure introduced by tbe 
same gentleman was given tho six months' 
"hoist" for the same (alleged) reason. In 
the Ottawa House, Besslon of 1871, Sir 
John Macdonald introdti'oed'a bill for tbo 
readjastment of seats on tbe basis of popu- 
lation, and six were added to tho mem- 
bers of the House; but tho bill did not 
oomo into operation until tbe next gen- 
eral election. It seems indispntablo 
that if power were vested in a PUrliament 
to increase or decrease the number of its 
members at will, to create now electoral 
districts or -wipe oat existing ones, that 
that power would bo liable to great abuso. 
It might be applied in a most tyrannous 
manner to stnk the House with support- 
era of the Government- or to drive from 
their seats those who oppoBod it. Tho 
moment a member became troublesome 
to a Government with a stick-at-nothing 
majority at its back a measure would bo 
introduced to uuaoat him, disenfranchise 
the district ho ropresonlod aud bestow thti 
seat upon a district (perhaps alroiidy over 
represented) where moro plinblo material 
oonld be had. Take tbe case of Kootonay, 
ihei already over-represented rotten bor- 
oHgh; The Oonstitution gives it two 
members to thirty-three voters. Two 
members will bo returned to tho new 
House, and they will sit therein during 
the lifetime of that House. No legisla- 
tion can affect tbo stability of their scats 

' long as the House sball lust. To 
inject a member for Cassiaror to give 
New Westminster andNanaimo additional 
members in the present House would be 
as unconstitutionol as to strip Kootonay 
of her redundant roprosontation. This is 
aa the subject presents ilsolf to us. Wo 
can find no prcocdont for an increase or 
decrease, ond for tho cogent reasons wo 
have sketched we should not be surprised 
to hear that none exist. Tbe opportunity 
to do scanty justice to New Westminster, 
. Nanaimo and Cassiar and reduce Kootenay 
•to a representative level was lost when 
the the Opposition in tho late House _ro 
fased to allow tho amended Constitution 
Bill to pass.

However smoothly negotiations for a 
Congress may seem to progress, observes 
tbo London JPust, and however hopeful 
hor Majesty's Govornniont may declare 
themselves to bo respecting their issue, 
it is gratifying to And that every precau 
tion is being taken in order that this couU' 
try may be in a fit position to deal with 
the not impossible centingenoy of the 
failure of friendly efforts to prosorvo 
peace. Whatever may bo the policy of 
theOabinet of Vienna, however vacilating 
it may seem, we believe that no sane man 
in the Austrian capital now doubts that 
the supremacy of Eussia in tho Balkan 
Peninsula would, in tbe conree of a very 
few years, involve the. destruction of the 
Austro-Hungarian Monarchy. No bribe, 
however dazzling, would, we believe, in- 
duce Austria to lend hor aid to a conspir- 
acy whoso success would culminate in her 
own extinction, But, however this may 
be. the future policy of England will not 
be dependent upon that of Austria or any 
other European power. Even if we should 
be compellod to take up arms, alone for 
the protection of our interests in tbo East 
we should novdrtheless do so. Whatever 
doubts may have been entertained a few 
months since respecting tbo lengths to 
which England would go to prevent Eus- 
sia becoming mistreas of South-Eastern 
Europe, they have now beon dissipated. 
We are making every preparation for war, 
because if. war be necessary for tlio vindi- 
cation of pur rights wo shall mako war.

The Qraud Jury preseutotl tiuo bills in 
the oaae of the Qucon vs. Strong, iudiotod 
for nuisauco and in tho oaao of Jamea 
Smith, indioted for aasaulting a constablo 
(oouyiot-guuid Trurao) in the exeoutioa 
of his duty. The foremaDi'J.ljH.j .Innes, 
Esq;, itlso hauded iii'the following further 
. ■ phesentment: 

The Grand Jury furthor ])rQ3eut tothe 
Oourtihat after -visitiag tho juil and close- 
ly inspo'otingtko C0II3 they are of opinion 
that the overcrowded alato of tho latter 
oalla for immediate change and recom- 
mendHhat-at least a moieiy of the prison- 
ers be removed, to some other place of se- 
curity ae early as possible and before the 
hot weather seta in. On inspecting the 
chapel whoro priaouors asaomblo for di- 
vine service tho Grand Jury notice certain 
ornaments and ducorations, and though 
fully apprepiatiiig the valuable services of 
the ofaoi4tj|g:^iorgyman (tlie ^Eav. Mr. 
Newtoa) may consider the'said ornaments 
and deoprationsi'wholly inconsistent with, 
and oiit of place in ,a Protestant chapel.

■Victoria, May 31st, 1878. 

His Lordship •with reference tothe pro- 
aeoution.of the propriotors of a slaughter 
house situate on Mt. Tolmie Cross-road 
said that ho had.Banctiouod tho proaccn- 
tion being tlio judge having judicial au- 
thority in the oaao and booauao of tho re- 
presentations made by tho Grand Jury. 
The prisoners indicted, howovor, would 
be afforded every opportunity to defend 
the case if it camo boforo a potty jury and 
he did not tako upon himself to say who 
thor it was a public nuisance, a privato 
nuisance or even a Dui8;>nco at all. Ho 
• believed tha Grand Jury to be a very val- 
nable institution, but the legislature de^ 
fined their duties, limited their functions 
and enumerated certain cases in which 
they could not tako the preliminary stops 
towards prouecution. By a very recent 
Act of Parliament it was particularly . en- 
acted that tho Grand Jury could not deal 
with nuisaacos in tho fii'dt instance, that 
is unless action has previously been taken 
in the Magistrate's Court, But tho Ia^y 
made saveral proviaoa and one of them 
was unless tho indictment be sanctioned 
by the judge having power to adjudicate 
in the case. Now he was tho judgo who 
had that power 'and coDse(£iioutly ho had 
granted the application of Mr: Eobortson 
the other day, to draw' up au indictment. 
He (His Lordship) had not inquired into 
the merits of the case and did not know if 
the alleged nuisatice really existed, but 
he had acted on tho opinion expressed by 
the Grand Jiiry, who distinctly stated 
that there is a nuisance and that it is in- 
jurious or likely to be injurious to the 
public health. Even if ho had made in- 
qairies and had cope to tho conclusion 
that no publio nuisance exi&tod he would 
not have- set up his individual opinion 
against that of the gentlemen comprising 
tho Grand Jury. It the nuisance were of 
a private nature and alTected only one or 
two individuals then thoy would bo com- 
pelled to Beet redress by au action for 
damages. "With referenco to the further 
presentment of tho Grand Jury, His 
Lordship said hu observed that certain 
theological topics were alluded to which 
were scarcely within his cognizance at 
present. 

ABSATJLTlNGA CONSTABLE. 

James Smith was then arraigned on an 
indictni6nt for assaulting a constablo— 
>8enioif oonviot-guard Truran— in tho exe 
cation of his duty. 

The prisoner pleaded guilty uxd said 
that on tho day in question he had been 
drinking heavily and did not know what 
he was about. , . 

The prisoners found guilty by tho vari- 
OQS potty juries wore then placed in the 
dock and recoivod their respective sonten- 
osa. ' 

fAltES KELLY, 

Convicted of assaulting Gilbert Tompkins 
with intent to commit highway rob- 
bery, stated he had nothing to say why 
sentence should not be passed on him. 

His Lordship said that the prisoner had 
been found guilty of an assault and an 
attempt to commit a most impudent rob- 
bery. In Victoria tho ' people wero not 
accustomed to such attempts; tho citii'.ens 
wore a tranquil class of people and desir- 
ed to return to their homos at any hour 
of the night in safety^ whether the lamps 
were lighted or not. He observed that 
tho prisoner had not been indicted under 
tho clause of tho Act pertaining to chok- 
ing or garotting bQcauao,a3 he (his Lord- 
ship) Bupposod, tlio Crown hud not folt 
sure whether the prisoner or his confod- 
ercta had seized the jirisoner by tho throat. 
If the prisoner had pleaded guilty or given 
Buch information as might ha fe led to 
the arrest of h',3 accomplice tho sentence 
of tho Court might havo boen lighter than 
under the present circumstances, Tho 
prisoner had, however, pleaded not guilty; 
but by'the! very questions he had asked 
the prisoner bad substantiated the ver- 
dict of the jury. The sentence of the 
Gonrt was that the prisoner be confined 
in the penitentiary for 3 years with hard 
labor, 

EDWABD MOBaAN, 

Who pleaded gailty of manslaughter-^ 



the killing of one Albert j.perritsen in 
January last— said that herwas Borry^lor 
what had happened and threw'bim'Beli 'oa 
the meroy of the Court. 

His Lordship said ha did not think the 
prisoner was a dangerous man, and had 
no reason to believo that bis antecedents 
on tho whole were bad. He was at a loss, 
however, to conceive what could have 
impeUed ' hiin * to ' use so dangerous a, 
weapon to a man as a bottle. It could 
not have boon merely to rid himself of a 
troublesome visitor; to have done that he 
could have knocked tho unfortunate man 
down with a stick. Wiih reference to tho 
bottle used there seemed to bo some dia 
crepancy in the statement first made by 
the prisoner and that made by the ooun- 
sel for the defence. The prisoner alleged 
that the bottle was full and that he had 
taken it from tho 'deceased . because he 
dame to his door with the intention of 
giving it to a woman in tho houso. If this 
wero true his Lordship could account for 
the prisoner seizing the bot|lo on the im 
pulse of the moment and hitting the dO' 
ceased on the head with it. ' There would 
in that case have bean no premeditation 
But if . the bottle were empty, as alleged 
by the counsel for the defence, then the' 
prisoner must have doliberatoly gone into 
his houBe, i>rocured tho bottle and hit the 
deceased with it, with at least tho iutsm 
tion of doing him some grievous bodily 
harm. iThe prisoner was not drunk at the 
time and bad no excuse, other than the 
provocation he received from the deceas 
ed prowling about his house on a publio 
sidewalk, This was allog(3tbor iusullioiont 
to wovrant an assault, and tho Boutonoo of 
the Court was that tho xjii^oner bo con- 
fined in the <peniteii|;iary fpr,3 years with 
hard labor." i ■"■ ■ ' ; 

PETER, AN INDIAN, 

Who pleaded guilty of feloniously wound- 
ing another Indian mimod Charley, was 
stntonoedfo 18 months' hard labor, his 
Lordship remarking that a drunken row 
amongst Indians must not be allowed to 
exouBo cutting or shooting,; asi the;^.Bhot 
fired by the piisoner might have wounded 
or killed an entirely InnoceDt 'passer-by 

BIIiIiT, ANViKbrAN; ' 
Found guilty of aasaulting a policeman in 
tho discharge of his duty. In connection 
with this case, his Lordship said that ho 
had visited tho city gaol and was very 
much dissatisfied with what ho saw there, 
and he would make it his business to 
strongly .remonstrate againet'the.pxistinK 
statd of afl'airs with a view to having mat- 
ters rectified. He believed there was 
plenty of room to make a largo gaol; but 
now I hero were only 10 colls for some C'l 
prisoners, a number which on any occa- 
sion might bo augmented by the iucurcor- 
ation of drunkards, vagrants and others 
arrested for- alleged offences, committed 
for trial or sentenced by tho lower courts. 
He found that the charge of this large 
ntimber of prisoners devolved entirely on 
four or five oflicors who, it seemed to him, 
were actually in constant peril of their 
lives. On the grounds of economy alone 
it was most desirable that prisoners of a 
dangerous class should bo most securely 
confined. He believed the officers of the 
gaol to be altogether insuCQcient in num^ 
ber. Taking in view the smallness of 
the city police force he intended to do all 
in his power to strengthen and protect 
them in tho execution of their duty, and 
wiuhcd to state that any purson obstruct- 
ing one of them would meet with tho 
utmost severity jf brought before' the 
Court for that offence. Tho sohteuce of 
tho Court on the prisoner Billy would be 
12 months' imprisonment. 

I*'^;-'- JOHN PXPOBD, 

Found gailty of being in possession of 
goods, knowing them to have been stolen, 
said he was entirely innocent of tho 
crime. He iiad boen in the service over 
'15 years and had served "King Billy" 
faithfully. Ho had done more for Her 
Majesty than any one had any idea^f and 
on one ocoasion bad saved the life of an 
admirarand his' daughtbr. He earned his 
money working for lawyer Johnson and 
paid §5 for tho skins from a man who was 
not here now. Ho" was only trying to 
make a shilling like any other man and ho 
considered it mighty hard just after com- 
ing out of the hospital, where he. had been 
with twolirokeiiTibV.that he -should- be 
brought up on such a charge. ' 

His Lordship said he would be glad if 
ho could think that tha prisoner came by 
the goods honostly, bnt ho had told so 
many stories about tho acquisition of 
them that he could not do so and his last 
story differed from all tho others. His 
Lordship did not consider the prisoner a 
dangerous man, but more of a sneak thief 
than anything, and he would be sentenced 
to C months' imprisonment. 

JAMBS OONEOY, 

Convicted of laropny^> said ho was innocent 
and hoped tho Court in passing sentenco 
would picture a poor unfortunate ..man 
lying on the hard floor of a coll and think- 
ing of his wife and family. 

His Lordship said that bo far as lying 
on a hard floor went almost everybody 
here had enjoyed that luxury at ono time 
or anbtheii-'and that as for thinking of his 
wife and family the prisoner should have 
done that before committing tho crime of 
which he stood convicted. He believed 
the prisoner had got tho prosecutor Hob- 
son drunk knowing that ho had money, 
and thinking that ha was such a fool that 
somebody was bound to have his money 
sooner or l[).ter, ' availed himself of the 
first opportunity to tako it. Ho had no 
doubt the prisoner thought that Hobson 
was too big a fool to bo trusted with tho 
money but that was no excuse for larceny. 
Tho sentence of the Conrt was 18 months' 
imprisonment with hard labor. 



pleaded gailiy of larceny. He believed 
;it'.wbnld be a great crime to send a boy 
of that age to the prison in its present 
condition ani thought it would be far 
better to punish him in some other and 
more decent manner. ° His Lordship did 
not know to whom the gaol belonged but 
he was aware that it was the duty of the 
city to provide a looknap, as well as of 
the Domioio^^pTpz^ent to provideior 
the 'maintenance' and"seourity of their 
prisoners and of the Provincial Govern- 
ment to make similar provision for theirs. 
It was plain that there should now be 
three placoH for tho conflnomout of pri 
Sonera instead of only one and conse 
quently two out of the three bodies men 
tioned must ba^at faali^fiefwas not pre- 
pared to say which was fight, but it was 
simply impossible that more than one of 
the three had complied with the spirit of 
tho Terms of Union, and ho knew that tho 
prison aooommodation was entirely iua- 
deqaate to the requirements of the coun- 
try. 

NUISANCES. 

With reference to the indictments for 
nuisances His Lordship granted the ap- 
plication of counsel to postpone the trial 
of defendants until noxt Assizes, Mr. 
Drake, on buhalf of Messrs. Lanmeister & 
Armstrong, intimating that if a public 
nui>^nco really existed in conneotion with 
the slaughter house on Mt. Tolmie road 
it should be abated. ' . 

His Lordship then bonod over tho boy 
Frederick Jones to appear at the next 
Assizes and gave him' a' severe . lecture, 
pointing out the inevitable end be' would 
come to unless he mended his ways be- 
fore it was too late. 

The Court then adjourned sine die.

Malingering. 

"Malingering" is tt term used in Eng- 
lish prisons to desoribprpretended illness 
on the part of a priubner. A few weeks 
ago a man was brought before one of the 
English judges for trial on a serious 
charge. Ho waa'borno iu on a litter. Ex- 
planations wore made that since oonflos- 
mout he had been stricken with parulyni8 
and was now absolutely helpless. His 
case was BO bad as to appeal to the sym-; 
pathy of judge, jury and speutators. Ho 
was convicted, strongly recommended to 
mercy and received tho lightest possible 
sentence. Conveyed liaok to gaol ho was 
the recipient of every comfort and atten- 
ion and a petitioii was presented to the 
Home Secretary for his release. Before 
however, an answer to the peiitipu was 
received the' ' superintendent of -" another" 
gaol chanced to visit tho gaol in which 
hd Bupposod paralytic was confined. He 
expressed a suspicion that tho man was 
'malingering." Tho surgeons laughed 
at the superintendent; but to ploaae him 
consented to apply a galvanic battery to 
tho prisoner's limbs. Now, if a man be 
really paralyzed,- an electric battery pro- 
duces no efi'ect on him. The malingerer 
know this perfectly well, and for a con-, 
sidorable lime he stood tho pain most 
heroically. The battery was turned on, 
its strength was intenaiiied, but the suf- 
ferer lay unmoved. At last tho leg began 
to twitch' convulsively. The snapioion 
previously aroused was aggravated ; the 
battery was turned on to a great streagth, 
and the unfortunate cripple, lying paral- 
yzed and holpk'ss on his bed, jumpud up 
with tho Hgillty of an acrobat, and pre- 
aontly walked straisrht across tho prison 
yard to got hia gaol olotlies. Tha man 
was as sound and honlthy as any of the 
piisou warders. His suffering was all a 
sham, but his adroitness had saved him 
f lom penal servitude, and secured bim the 
comparatively lenient sentence of twelve, 
months' imprisonmont. Many years ago 
an almost similar case of malingering 
occurred in "Victoria. The town-crier— 
ono John Butts — confined iu gaol on some 
charge, was found ono morning to bo 
apparently helpless. He complained that 
■11 power of motion was gone from the 
knees down. Surgeons wero called in 
and the sovorost teats ai)plied to ascertain 
whether or not John was shamming. 
Prick him ubovo tho knee with a \nu .or 
bodkin and ho roared with pain. -But 
below the kueo no test could make him 
wince. He was conveyed to tho Hospital 
and regaled on the "best the market 
afforded" for aomo weeks. Ono fine di^y 
a watchful nurse thought he saw Butts as 
ho sat on tho ground move his feet. He 
watched closely and bBcame convinced 
that he was a malingerer. 'Phe Police, 
were quietly informed. Butts was packed 
into the front yard and placed beneath a 
balcony fifteen feet in height. There, 
unknown to Butts, men were stationed 
with buckets of water with instructions 
to throw the contents down upon him. 
When the first bueketful reached him the 
malingerer shuddered from head to foot. 
The second brought him to Uiw foet, and 
the third caused him to run like a qutu- 
ter-horse apross'K'.thpJ^enfeeb.:;^^^ was 
secure 1, taken back to priiibn and' served 
out his time ia tho chuingang. 



The charge preferred by Mr. ' Robert 
Dunsmuir against Mr. Abrama, member 
elect for Nanaimo, was dismissed by 
Mayor Bate and Mr. Planta,; J. P. Tho 
accused's name previous to tho 22d 3nst. 
simultaneouBly. appeared on two rolls, 
contrary to the Statute. Mr, Dunsmuir 
having given evidence in support of the 
charge, Mr. T. L. Fav-cott, collector of 
votes for Nanaimo, testified that tho 
application of defendant to be placod^on 
tho Nanaimo voting list beara -date the 
20th of June, 187G, and that defendant 
voted on the 22d of May last, Mr. Stur- 
tsn, being called for the defence, proved 
that somewhere about New Year's Day, 
1877, JUr. Abrams showed him a letter 
addressed to the returning officer of Es- 
quimau District, directing him to remove 
his (Abrams') name from tho voting list 
for that District. The Magistrates dis- 
missed the case because a printed copy of 
the voting l«\W rEsquimBlt was insufH- 
oient; because Mr. Fawcett's evidence as 
to defendant having voted was insufficient; 
and because Mr. Sturtan's evidence show- 
ed that defendant had done nil in his 
power to comply with the law. The first 
and second grounds for tho dismissal we 
shall not stop to call in question. They 
may pr may not be correct; but the last is 
entirely erroneous, as section 18 of tho 
statute will establish: 

"No parson whoaa name is on tha re- 
gister of voters for an electoral district 
shall send in hia claim to . vote in any 
other electoral distribt un til ho shall have 
caused his name to bo removed from such 
register; and if any porson shall act con 
trary to the provisions of this section he 
shall forfeit and pay a sum of money not 
exceeding §50, to bo recovered before any 
justice of the peace; or.in default of pay- 
ment thereof shall-baimpfisbned , for any 
term not exceeding one month." 

Now, the evidence of Mr. Fawcett show- 
ed that Mr. Abrams sent in his claim to 
be enrolled at Nanaimo on the 20//* June, 
187G, and Mr. Sturton proved that Mr, 
Abrams did not notify the collector for 
Esquimalt District to remove his name 
from that list until about Now Year's 
Day, 1877,— fully eighteen months after 
he applied to be enrolled at Nanaimo, 
Compare these points of the evidence 
with tho section wo havo quoted and it 
will bo seen that Mr. Abrams should hava 
caused his aamo to be taken off the 
Esquimalt roll J^qre ho applied for re- 
gisferaUbDMNwiiaim^^ It is not contend- 
ed thof h'e'toolc this ne'besaary step, and 
ho is therefore neither entitled to vote 
nor to be a member of tho Houso, Wo aro 
not surprised to hear that Mr, Dunsmuir 
has appealed the case.

In passing sentenco on this prisoner, 
who .pleaded guilty to assaulting the sen- 
ior convict guard, His Lordship pointed 
out what might have resulted from the 
offence. Tho chain-gang, consisting of 
some 20 prisoners, wore at work at the 
time and the prisoner without .pi-ovooa- 
tion assaulted one of the guards, render 
ing it necessary that'anbther guard should 
go to tho assistance of his brother officer, 
Tho result was that tho convicts wore 
almost entirely unguarded and could 
without much difficulty have effected 
thoir escape. It was not so much the 
actual assault His Lordship took into 
ppusideration as tha consequences it 
might ha've.led to. Drunkenness' was no 
excuse; if it wore, a man might feign in- 
toxication, assault the guards and carry 
out a plot to relcaso tho whole of the 
chain-gang. Tho sontonco of tho Court 
would be tho heaviest allowed by the law, 
1 year and 11 months' hard labor. 

PKEDEEIOK JONES. 

Before sentencing tho lad Frederick 
Jones, who was out on bail, the Chief

Lo.NDON, June 1,— Tho captain of a fish- 
ing boat makes the following statement: 
My boafc;;^pith pthetyflshing vessels, waa 
returnttig to Folkestone when wo notcod 
threo ironclads coming down. A bark 
waa fetching nff shore. Tha Grosser 
Kurfurst ported hor holm to clear tha 
bark and tho Koeiug WilheW pqUed hard 
aport and struck tho Grosser Kurfuii tor- 
ward of her mizzonmast. Tha Kurfurst 
went over on hor beam side and sank in - 
five minutes. She -wont down in fifteen 
fathoms. All hands jumped overboard. 
Our boats reached tho spot diroctly after- 
wards and rescued twenty-seven mon in- 
cluding three officers. Other boats 
rescued a number of the crew. Captain. 
Bratoch of tha Grosser Kurfurst wont 
down with his ship. The boilers did not ' 
explode; but the escaping steam must 
havo scalded many persons in the water. 
The Koanig Wilhelm had her bow stove, 
but the leak was stopped with hammocks! 
Tho collision was undoubtedly caused by 
tho KcDuig Wilhelm porting her helm too- 
suddcnly. '- \

New YoBK, Juno l.—lhe, Herald's Lon- 
don special says it is now officially an- 
nounced that the Berlin government have 
issued invitations for a congroas of Eu- 
ropean Powers to assemble June 11th. 
Bismarck will preside and Baron Bulow, T 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, will act aa'- 
second jilenipotentiary for Germany. This 
important assembly will moot at tho an- 
cient Bodizwill palace, lately reconstruct- 
ed for Prince Bismarck's official resi- 
dence. 

London, Juno 1.— According to a tele- 
gram dispatched by Rear Admiral Balsch 
from Folkostono, ono hundred and eighty 
three mon wore saved. Most of the . 
estimates give tho Grosser Kuifarst's 
b^ew at about 500; , A report resting upon 
tho authority of the Sandgato coastguard 
says two hundred and fifty-five men wero 
saved. Tho coastguard, howovor, state 
they are informed Grosser Kurfurst's 
crew was nearer that number than 500. It 
is reported 22 of tho rescued have since 
died from exhaustion.
